Twenty-five  newspapers  com- 
peted for  top  honors  in  the  class 
of  newspapers  published  two  or 
three  times  weekly  in  colleges  or 
universities  with  enrollments  of 
! 1,700  or  more.  Judging  was  made 
on  all  issues  published  during  the 
: first  semester  of  this  school 
year,  or  from  September  through 
January. 

Jerry  Cahill,  Payson,  was  Uni- 
verse editor-in-chief  during  that 
period. 

Sixth  All-American 

This  honor  has  been  won  by 
the  school  newspaper  of  Brigham 
Young  University  six  times  pre- 
viously. 

Rating  was  based  on  three  ma- 
jor categories,  containing  23 
items.  Each  item  was  judged 
“poor,”  “weak,”  “fair,”  “good,” 
“very  good,”  “excellent,”  and  “su- 
perior,” and  awarded  points  com- 
mensurate to  the  rating.

Indian  Education  Development 
Compared  by  BYU  Committee 

Brigham  Young  University  Indian  Committee  members  reported 
this  week  that  college-preparation  education  among  the  Southwest 
Indians  seems  better  developed  than  earlier  estimats  had  indicated. 

Dr.  S.  Lyman  Tyler,  Indian  committee  chairman;  William  C. 
Carr,  political  science  professor;  and  Morris  Shirts,  B.  Y.  High  princi- 
pal spent  last  week  visiting  Indian  agencies,  missions,  schools,  and 
villages  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  They  were  studying  Indian 

educational  offerings  in  connec-  

tion  with  a planned  increased 
education  program  for  Indians  at 
BYU. 

Under  the  BYU  program  spe- 
cial pre-college  classes  are  plan- 
ned for  Indian  students  who  need 
extra  preparation  in  academic 
fields.  Both  Dr.  Tyler  and  Prof. 

Carr  reported  that  their  trip  indi- 
cated that  some  Indians  would  be 
able  to  begin  regular  college 
work  immediately. 

Indian  schools  compare  favor- 
ably with  public  schools  in  the 
same  area  in  most  fields,  Dr. 

Tyler  reported.  He  cited  Pueblo 
Indian  schools,  especially,  as  be- 
ing “at  least  as  good  as  public 
schools.” 

Navajo  schools  seem  to  fall  a 
little  below  the  Pueblos  in  aca- 
demic preparation  because  they 
concentrate  largely  on  vocational 
training,  Dr.  Tyler  said. 

Indian  education  studies  earlier 
had  indicated  that  a Southwest 
Indian  high  school  education 
would!  equal  an  average  sopho- 
more year  of  a public  high  school. 

Indian  students  contacted  dur- 
ing the  tour  seemed  enthusiastic 
about  the  increased  scholarship 
program  BYU  is  offering  for  next 
year,  Dr.  Tyler  said.  The  Indian 
committee  plans  to  contact  In- 
dians from  all  over  the  country 
before  next  fall,  but  they  esti- 
mate that  half  of  the  expected 
25  students  will  be  from  the 
Southwest. 


No  Word  Received 
From  Russians, 

Or  State  Dept. 

No  answer  has  been  received 
from  Nikolai  Bulganin,  Premier 
of  Soviet  Russia,  since  a group 
of  Brigham  Young  University 
students  contacted  the  Kremlin 
by  long-distance  telephone  two 
weeks  ago. 

Students  talked  with  a man 
who  identified  himself  as  Bul- 
ganin’s private  secretary.  He 
promised  to  forward  several 
questions  to  the  Premier  and  as- 
sured students  an  answer  could 
be  expected.  However,  he  could 
give  no  idea  how  soon  or  in  what 
way  the  answer  would  be  given. 

No  answer  has  been  received 
from  the  U.  S.  State  Department 
which  was  sent  the  same  ques- 
tions the  students  addressed  to 
Russia. 

The  call  to  Russia  was  origin- 
ally placed  by  a practical  joker. 
When  the  call  went  through  a 
group  of  students  decided  to 
make  it  a serious  good-will  ges- 
ture. 

Meanwhile,  the  recorded  con- 
versation between  the  Russian 
secretary  and  Peter  Lysenko,  a 
Russian-speaking  BYU  student, 
is  being  used  by  the  language 
department  to  help  students  mas- 
ter the  Russian  dialect.

Changes  Listed 
Cited  articles  would  be  altered 
to  read  as  follows: 

1.  Article  III,  Section  I,  A.  A a.  The 
Studentbody  president  shall  represent 
the  Executive  Council  in  the  Legislative 
Council. 

2.  Article  HI,  Section  II,  A.  A chairman 
of  Legislative  Council  shall  be  elected  by 
the  council  by  a majority  vote  from 
within  or  without  the  body.  He  shall 
act  as  parliamentarian  and  call  all 
meetings  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

3.  Article  III,  Section  II  B.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Legislative  Council  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  a secretary  of  the 
Legislative  Council  from  without,  who 
will  compile  all  correspondence  and  min- 
utes of  the  Council. 

4.  Article  III,  Section  I A,  E.  b.  The 
editor  of  the  student  newspaper  and 
one  other  representative  of  the  publi- 
cations staff  shall  be  represented  on 
Legislative  Council. 

Section  1 A 2.  Representatives  from 
the  classes. 

a.  The  four  class  Presidents. 

b.  The  four  class  Vice-Presidents. 

c.  (same  as  present  (b)  ) 

Section  I A 4.  Representatives  of  Stu- 
dent Activities. 

a.  A representative  from  the  athletic 
letterman,  forensics,  Student  Program 
Bureau,  Honor  Council,  Elections  Com- 
mittee, and  Student  Coordinator. 

5.  Article  III.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
body  heretofore  known  as  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  be  known  as  the  Senate 
and  that  all  references  to  it  in  the  offic- 
ial constitution  be  changed  to  read 
Senate.

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TWO  LESSONS  IN  LIFE 


A great  soldier  strode  onto  the  fieldhouse 
stage  Thursday  during  assembly  and  delivered 
a lecture  on  two  subjects  which  might  well 
have  been  listened  to  by  all  Americans — espec- 
ially young  ones.  His  address  was  on  the  sub- 
jects of  intolerance  and  distaste  for  military 
service. 

General  William  F.  Dean  claimed  that  he 
had  nothing  new  to  say  about  Communism,  but 
the  realization  of  what  his  words  meant  prob- 
ably touched  the  passions  of  more  than  a few 
Brigham  Young  University  students. 

He  said  that  before  his  imprisonment  be- 
hind the  “bamboo  .curtain”  he  had  merely 
thought  acts  of  bigotry  to  be  “un-American,” 
but  he  now  thought  of  them  as  anti-American, 
and  told  of  how  the  Communist  propaganda 
machine  magnified  these  acts,  while  convenient- 
ly disregarding  the  “democratic  ideals”  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints. 

General  Dean  declared  that  “you  or  I might 
know  that  there  was  once  a sign  in  the  out- 
skirts of  a western  city  that  warned  Orientals 
not  to  linger  overnight,  but  every  Oriental 
knows!  The  Communists  have  seen  to  that  . . . 
You  may  have  forgotten  that  stones  were 
thrown  at  the  home  of  a Nisei  war  hero  here 
in  the  west  in  1945,  but  the  Communists  haven’t 
. . . you  may  never  even  have  heard  of  a brilliant 
young  negro  who  was  denied  entrance  to  a col- 
lege or  to  an  honor  society  because  of  his  race. 
But  every  Communist  school  boy  knows  such 
cases  by  heart  ...” 

In  the  course  of  his  speech  he  also  said  “from 
the  day  that  your  great  university  was  found- 
ed, its  members  have  never  offered  a lucrative 
target  for  this  kind  of  ammunition.  But  I urge 
that  you  continue  to  work  with  all  of  your 
hearts  toward  a public  awareness  of  the  danger 
ious  service  in  defense  of  your  country  as  surely 


involved.  By  doing  so,  you  will  perform  meritor- 
as  any  soldier  who  ever  wore  a uniform  on  a 
battlefield.” 

General  Dean  spoke  about  Communist  prop- 
aganda tactics  in  regard  to  American  military 
training,  and  expressed  concern  that  a negative 
attitude  about  military  service  has  been  created 
among  well  meaning  Americans.  “Regrettably,” 
he  said,  “the  true  origin  of  much  of  this  oppo- 
sition has  been  inadvertently  camouflaged  and 
its  efforts  heavily  reinforced  by  organized 
groups  of  citizens  whose  patriotism  I cannot 
question.  I can  only  question  their  instinct  of 
self-preservation.  ’ ’ 

Throughout  the  stream  of  history,  govern- 
ments hkve  decayed  and  disappeared.  More  than 
often,  the  cause  of  this  rot  has  been  national 
disunity.  Every  American  should  fully  realize 
that  it  is  both  his  right  and  duty  to  protect 
with  force  of  arms  the  system  of  government 
that  insures  his  right  of  initiative  in  thought 
and  action.  Every  American  should  also  realize 
that  he  is  irrevocably  obliged  to  exercise  by 
peaceful  means  the  continuance  of  that  system 
in  his  own  government. 

Many  Americans  rationalize  their  fear  or 
distaste  for  military  service  by  relating  half- 
truths  about  the  petty,  unavoidable  inequities 
of  any  governmental  or  military  establishment. 
It  is  just  this  sort  of  technique  that  the  Com- 
munists utilize  to  instill  their  doctrine  of  deceit 
into  the  souls  of  their  captive  propaganda  audi- 
ence. 

There  would  be  no  fear  of  national  disunity 
if  men  like  General  Dean  could  unceasingly 
spread  his  lessons  throughout  the  United  States, 
and  be  received  as  cordially  as  he  was  at  this 
university.  Unfortunately,  General  Dean  is  only 
one  man,  and  there  is  none  other  like  him.

Some  of  these  amend- 
ments propose  needed  changes  in 
our  legislative  council,  changes 
that  will  make  for  a more  equi- 
table distribution  of  the  work 
load  and  responsibility  and  for  a 
more  effective  and  productive 
operation  of  student  government. 
One  of  the  other  amendments 
proposes  a change  in  the  control 
of  the  use  of  the  block  “Y”  which 
will  provide  the  legislative  body 
with  power  to  determine  when  it 
shall  be  used.  Presently  a con- 
stitutional amendment  is  requir-

ed  each  time  the  use  of  the  block 
“Y”  is  to  be  expanded. 

I endorse  each  of  these  amend- 
ments and  I feel  certain  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  student- 
body  favors  these  changes,  par- 
ticularly the  reorganization  of 
the  legislative  council  but  I fear, 
unless  a recognition  of  the  vital 
importance  of  these  changes  is 
observed,  that  the  proposals  may 
die  for  the  want  of  an  adequate 
percentage  of  the  studentbody 
voting.  Presently  50  per  cent  of 
the  studentbody  must  vote  to  rat- 
ify an  amendment.  You  have  seen 
how  directly  your  student  gov- 
ernment affects  you  and  I ad- 
monish each  of  you  to  take  the 
minute  necessary  to  vote.  Keith 
Martin  is  in  charge  of  this  elec- 
tion and  he  is  providing  adequate 
voting  booths  in  convenient  loca- 
tions so  that  the  vote  can  be 
taken  with  dispatch.

Central  feature  of  the  display, 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Univer- 
sity Archaeological  Society  and 
the  Archaeology  repartment,  is 
the  model  of  the  archaeological 
city  of  Kaminaljuyu  (Kaw-nee- 
nawl-hoo-yoo)  near  Guatemala 
City.  Kaminaljuyu  is  also  in  the 
central  Nephite  region.  The  site 
includes  several  large  mounds 
which  are  shown  in  pictures  and 
sketches  in  the  display.  Models 
of  two  unearthed  pyramids  are 
on  display,  along  with  pictures 
of  skeletons,  pottery,  etc.,  found 
in  the  pyramids. 

Also  in  the  display  are  pictures 
showing  the  chronology  of  Cen- 
tral American  architecture  from,

“B-T”

Big  league  athletes  have  always  intrigued  me  . . . ever  since  I 
was  a newspaper  boy  in  a Southern  Illinois  town  which  was  a five 
minute  whistle  stop  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  I used  to  increase 
my  sales  of  the  Decatur  Herald  by  walking  into  the  train  car  oc- 
cupied by  the  major  league  baseball  teams  (returning  to  the  East 
from  contests  with  the  St.  Louis  Browns  and  Cardinals)  and  falsely 
hawking  that  the  manager  and  several  of  the  star  players  of  what- 
ever team  was  on  the  train  had  suddenly  been  traded,  unknown  to 
them. 

The  object  of  the  game,  as  I remember  it,  was  to  work  fast 
enough  to  sell  all  the  startled,  alarmed,  and,  fortunately  for  the 
paper  boys,  generally  good-natured  athletes  a paper  before  the  first 
could  turn  to  the  sports  page. 

Big-time  athletes  have  always  impressed  me  . . . but  sometimes 
the  real  news  and  moxey  lies  with  the  story  of  those  who,  because 
of  a quirk  of  fate,  had  their  athletic  careers  deterred  and  missed' 
fame  and  the  opportunity  to  have  their  feats  live  in  the  minds  of 
sports  fans  for  quite  some  time. 

Interestingly,  we  have  such  an  athlete  here  at  Brigham  Young 
and  when  Ken  Clayton  asked  me  to  write  a guest  column,  I thought 
of  a fellow  who  has  achieved  prominence  as  a leader  in  the  Church, 
as  a student  leader,  and  as  a musician  and  director,  but  has  probably 
been  forgotten  as  an  athlete  by  all  but  Bay  Area  friends  . . . Ronald 
Bud  Stone. 

A graduate  of  Berkley  High  School  in  California,  Bud  received 
wide  acclaim  in  track  and  football  winning  top  league  honors  in  both 
sports.  A hurdler,  Bud  was  rarely  defeated  in  North  Coast  C.I.F. 
competition.  Bud  was  the  starting  right  halfback  on  conference- 
winning grid  teams  for  two  seasons,  playing  60  minutes  in  most 
games.  His  senior  year  he  was  captan  of  the  team  and  recipient  of 
the  team  outstanding  leader  award.  He  was  honored  as  an  All- 
Alameda  County  selection  and  was  also  chosen  as  class  president. 

Bud  was  beseiged  with  college  offers  and  fulfilling  a life-long 
desire  to  play  for  the  University  of  California,  he  enrolled  at  the 
Berkeley  institution.  He  earned  a varsity  letter  his  first  year  under 
Coach  Buck  Shaw,  playing  right  halfback  in  the  double  wing  for- 
mation. He  was  featured  in  an  article  in  Football  Annual  that  year 
and  praised  by  Shaw  as ‘being  one  of  the  most  promising  players 
on  the  Coast. 

In  1946  Bud  rose  to  prominence  with  the  strong  Cal  team  and 
shared  first  string  honors,  playing  alongside  such  greats  as  Bob 
Celeri  and  Jackie  Jensen.  Other  of  his  teammates  that  year  were 
Doug  Duncan  and  All-American  Rod  Franz.  Pacific  Coast  fans  will 
remember  the  many  outstanding  stars  playing  opposite  Bud  that 
year,  Cordiero  and  Wedemeyer  of  St.  Mary’s  and  Jake  Leicht  of  the 
University  of  Oregon,  to  name  but  a few. 

And  then  came  the  unfortunate  event  which  brought  his  athletic 
career  to  a halt  and  could  have  taken  his  life  as  well.  A Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  Bud  was  playing  catch  on  the  second  story  porch  of  the  frat 
house.  In  attempting  a spectacular  catch  of  a long  toss  Bud  lost  his 
footing  and  fell  to  the  ground  and  suffered  hemorrhages  when  a 
rib  punctured  an  internal  organ.  Rapid  medical  care  involving  an 
incision  prevented  any  great  permanent  damage  to  Bud,  but  his 
athletic  career  was  over. 

Bud’s  interests  and  talents  in  other  fields  were  strong  however, 
and  his  career  as  a musician  surpassed  his  athletic  feats.  Bud  had  his 
first  orchestra  at  the  age  of  eleven  and  directed  his  organization 
through  high  school  and  college.  He  plays  the  tenor  and  alto  sax, 
clarinet,  trumpet,  piano,  drums,  and  also  likes  to  strum  ukeleles  on 
the  beach.  His  orchestra  played  at  Lake  Tahoe  and  Yosemite  three 
summers  each. 

A graduate  student  at  BYU,  he  has  directed  Concerto  in  Var- 
iety” (which  was  later  renamed  “The  Big  Show”)  which  earned 
$6,000  for  East  Sharon  Stake.  He  was  also  musical  director  of  the 
Fieldhouse  Follies. 

Bud’s  Church  record'  is  equally  impressive.  A Seventy  in  the 
Priesthood,  he  filled  a mission  toArgentina,  and  was  called  to  serve 
in  the  Mission  Presidency  and  has  been  a Sunday  School  teacher 
and  a Mutual  teacher  in  North  Campus  Branch.  He  directed  a 60- 
voice  choir  and  a 20-piece  orchestra  in  the  mission  field  and  toured 
14,000  miles  with  the  group. 

Apparently  satisfied  that  there  hasn’t  been  much  that  he  left 
undone  in  his  active  youth,  he  will  be  married  this  summfer  to  Miss 
Patricia  Judd,  a BYU  faculty  member  and  one  of  the  outstanding 
Church  operatic  vocalists.

Following  Arlyn 
Finlinson  in  on  the  880  were 
brothers  Paul  and  Oscar  Ander- 
son, and  in  the  broad  jump  Ray- 
nor Pearce  and  Ben  Brooks  were 
right  behind  winner  Wilkes.

Hero  Spends  Happiest  Day 
Inside  North  Korean  Prison

The  happiest  day  in  the  life  of 
a freedom-loving  general  was 
spent  in  prison. 

Major  General  William  F. 
Dean,  deputy  commander  of  the 
Sixth  Army,  said  in  a press  con- 
ference at  this  university  that 
he  has  never  been  happier  than 
when  he  received  the  first  letter 
from  his  family  after  months  of 
imprisonment  by  North  Korean 
Communists. 

“It  was  wonderful  to  know 
that  my  family  was  in  good 
health,  my  daughter  had  become 
a mother,  my  mother  was  still 
alive,  and  that  my  son  was  en- 
rolled in  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy,”  the  general  de- 
clared. 

General  Dean,  who  won  trie 
Congressional  Medal  of  Honor 
for  bravery  in  the  Korean  con- 
flict, expressed  concern  over 
American  complacency  toward 
Communism  and  the  Communist 
military  buildup.  “The  Commun- 
ist bloc  is  progressing  at  a rate 
greater  than  we  like  to  think,” 
he  asserted. 

He  said  that  he  thought  his 
release  was  a mistake  on  the 
part  of  the  Communists,  and!  that 
he  never  would  have  gained  free- 
dom if  his  name  had  not  mis- 
takenly been  placed  on  a United 
Nations  prisoner  of  war  list.  “The 
day  after  my  name  was  disclosed, 
I was  treated  much  better  by 


my  captors,”  he  said. 

The  two-star  general  praised 
the  fighting  ability  ofthe  Ameri- 
can soldiers  who  fought  under 
his  command'  in  Korea.  “Our  boys 
did  remarkably  well,  but  odds 
were  against  them.  If  I had  led 
them  as  well  as  they  fought,  we 
would  have  done  much  better,” 
he  declared. 

General  Dean  was  commended 
for  the  way  he  led  them  in  the 
citation  he  received  with  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  of  Honor. 

When  asked  how  persons  de- 
velop courage,  he  claimed  that 
the  greatest*  enemy  of.  courage  is 
self-pity. 

The  platinum-haired  hero  laud- 
ed the  coordination  between  mili- 
tary services  in  the  Korean  war, 
and  expressed  the  strong  belief 
that  there  would  always  be  a need 
for  the  foot  soldier. 

He  addressed  the  studentbody 
Thursday,  and  was  greeted  with 
several  minutes  of  standing 
applause.  He  is  the  first  person 
to  receive  such  a greeting  during 
an  assembly  this  year,  according 
to  Dixie  Robison,  studentbody 
first  vice-president. 

Theme  of  the  address  was  his 
“degree  in  Communism” — the 
third  degree.  Emphasis  was  plac- 
ed on  the  Red  propaganda  tactic 
of  magnifying  American  acts  of 
bigotry. 

He  also  addressed  the  AFROTC 
during  a full  dress  review  Thurs- 
day.
